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ED JOINER ON FRONT RESTS 


Dear Dave, 

| have always been a bit apprehensive 
about writing to you on a benchrest 
subject, fearing that the readership might 
think that | was presenting myself as 
some sort of an expert, as oppposed to 
what | really am, an enthusiastic but 
somewhat bumbling participant. 

As you know, | came to the Fassett 
shoot with a new front rest, which | fully 
expected to be challenged, and | must 
admit that | had my old bag in my box, 
fully prepared to beat a judicious retreat, 
should my well-prepared rationale and 
oratory fail to impress the chosen referee 
of the day. 

As things turned out, no one chal- 
lenged either me or several other 
shooters who were using ‘‘odd ball”’ front 
rests, some of which | suspect came 
close to violating the rather vague rules 
of IBS on the subject. 

To digress abit. . . .| started shooting 
benchrest rather late in 1976. In the 
period from then until the present day, | 
have watched a rather startling pro- 
gression of equipment (both rifles and 
ammunition) improvements that has 
brought our standards for the comment 
‘good group” from the .230-.250 range 
down to today’s need for a .090-.125; and 
to get a ‘‘good agg’’ comment, the 
.275-.325 level is very definitely out of 
date, and one must now be at the .200 
level to be at all self-satisfied. 

| started with what was then ‘‘state of 
the art’’ equipment. . . . a couple of .222 
rifles, and a couple of 6x47 rifles, with 
wood stocks, aluminum sleeves, and 20X 
scopes. While the loading dies were of 
the same general design, in retrospect,

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we moved brass a lot more than is done 
now. 

Today the wood stock is a rarity, a 
6x47 just about non-existent, and the 
.222 ‘‘deuce’”’ a faithful friend to only a 
few purists (and | must admit to being one 
of them). 

The advent of the 6PPC, and its less 
popular relative, the .22 PPC, has seen 
virtually our entire sport switch over to 
these extremely efficient creations of a 
pair of imaginative minds. Fiberglass 
stocks have become almost universal in 
their usage, and their evolution has been 
going on for over a dozen years now. The 
action glue-in has been a technique im- 
provement quickly and widely adopted 
.... and the student of the game sees 
new refinements, a bit at a time, coming 
into usage in this field each year. 

Custom actions have replaced many of 
the various sleeved Remington actions 
on the firing line, but | personally am not 
convinced that they actually represent a 
profitable price-to-performance im- 
provement. The two ounce Hart trigger 
remains, and the old standby Hart barrel 
continues to gain in popularity. 

Scopes have progressed from the wide

usage of 20X Lymans to the 20/25 and 
20/30 Lyman-Siebert conversions. The 
newer Lyman 25X promptly gave birth to 
the Lyman-Siebert 36X conversion, and 
except for its weight does well today. 
However, the 36X Leupold is probably 
the most popular scope on the line, al- 
though not without its critics of certain 
points. 

Chambers have seen their neck sizes 
decrease, and as a result, we move less 
brass around in our re-sizing, which is 
supposed to be a technique improve- 
ment. 

All of these things | have watched, and 
dutifully followed as a faithful participant. 
It would seem that the new accuracy 
levels of our rifles would indicate that the 
point of diminishing returns has almost 
been reached, yet we have interesting 
experiments still continuing. The Waldog 
continues to gain acceptance, (I have 
three of them now), and animproved .222 
did quite well at Fassett. 

The point that | am making is that we 
have made a great many improvements 
in the rifle itself, and its ammunition, but 
at least in my IBS corner of the world,

(1) The basic standby, the “flat pedestal” 
Hart rest, and a Tuller bag, with no con- 
straints. Wonder how close it fits the forend 
of the rifle? 


(2) Same basic equipment with a couple of 
upstanding supports. This unit also included 
about three feet of fiberglass tape to secure 
the Tuller bag. 


(3) and (4) While these still have the same 
basic components, the ends are bent in- 
wards, and the bag actually wraps around the 
forend of the stock. The bag is still 
“deformable by the fingers”.

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(5) The Sinclair bag, mounted very simply and 
efficiently by Art Battisto. That big flat area 
on the forend can be easily deformed by the 
fingers. 


(6) | had already modified my pedestal to 
incorporate a front stop and had not left 
enough room for the simple slotted angle iron 
side members, so to convert | had to use 
upstanding elements mounted on rods, and 
held by set screws. Obviously overdesigned! 
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have done little with the aspect of po- 
sitioning this super-accurate rifle in its 
aim at the target... . an element that, in 
my opinion at least, is as critical as some 
of those in the equipment area that we 
wouldn’t consider ignoring. 

Since 1976, | have seemingly been 
engaged in a never-ending struggle with 
the Tuller front sandbag. It certainly 
doesn't fit all rifles . . . .or more correctly, 
all rifles do not fit that critter on your front 
pedestal. The Tuller most certainly 
seems to vary from one bag to another, 
and since it has remained the same over 
the years, | question that it was designed 
to provide reasonable compatability with 
current stock forend configurations. It 
varies from being wide between the ears 
(allowing you to be bounced around by 
the muzzle blast of the shooter on the 
next bench), to being so narrow as to not 
allow the forend of the rifle to ‘‘bottom 
out’’, which then sets up a somewhat 
precarious contact of the forend at each 
of its side edges .... this after some 
pounding and hammering on the part of 
the shooter just to get things leveled with 
the rest of the world before you can start 
shooting. 

Over the years | have seen dozens of 
modifications by individuals to improve 
this unhappy situation. Some are prob-

ably acceptably within the vague IBS 
rules. Some are questionable, and sub- 
ject to a ‘‘judgement call’ of the referee 
of the day. . . . many of whom look away 
because they do not wish to get into a 
debate in an area where the rule book is 
less than clear. 

As far as | can ascertain, there are just 
a couple of references to the front rest in 
the current IBS rule book. Article No. 13 
(rests), Page Four .... front and rear 
rests independent of each other (note 
that this covers both restricted and 
non-restricted rests). Paragraph C, re- 
stricted rests, ‘‘may have adjustments 
for elevation and windage in the front 
rests, but may not have any GUIDING 
MEANS.” Paragraph D, ‘‘Sandbag.... 
without addition .... capable of being 
easily flexed by the fingers . . . . bag shall 
be easily and permanently deformed by 
pressure of the fingers.’’ Paragraph No. 
14, guiding means .... this section is 
clearly not applicable if one conforms to 
paragraph D above, ‘‘capable of being 
easily flexed by the fingers” .... be- 
cause surely one could not do much 
guiding ‘‘to eliminate re-aiming the rifle 
optically’ with that sort of a rest. 

The word ‘‘pedestal’’ is not clearly 
defined, although | suspect that the Hart 
type was the intent of the wording.

In the case of the new bag, we have: 

(A) A pedestal with adjustments to 
make the DEFORMABLE sandbag con- 
form more closely with the configuration 
of the forend of the rifle. 

(B) We definitely have a deformable bag 
— easily flexed by the fingers. 

(C) Even though the new flat bag can 
be (somewhat) adjusted for size to more 
closely contain the rifle being used, it in 
no way is capable of guiding as defined 
above. 

Dave, | feel that the new bag is an 
improvement toward better accuracy 
that still falls within the rules. | just hope 
that we can convince everyone of that 
this season and get the rules clarified so 
that it can be used universally next year 
in IBS. 

Even though it may be part of our 
ongoing exercise in the law of diminishing 
returns, it may help Hoffer drop his new 
100 yard group of .053 downto .049.... 
and that is what this game is all about. 

| have enclosed a sketch of a flat bag 
and pedestal design by Gary Hayes of 
London, Ontario, who was kind enough 
to give me a new bag. Obviously, can be 
as varied as Japanese car designs, and 
still be within the rules.

The 40X Versus 
The Custom Action 


Introduction: In mid-July, Ye Olde Editor sent off the following letter to eight 
well-regarded benchrest gunsmiths . . . . our four P.S. columnist gunsmiths, 
and four others. As this is written, in late August, we have five replies in 
hand .... our four staff writers all came through, and Harold Broughton 
was kind enough to pitch in and help. We hope you enjoy the discussion. 


July 18, 1983 
Dear Writers (or Writers-To-Be), 


Last week, one evening, | was at Seely Masker’s shop, trying to get the lazy fellow 
to speed up work on one of my rifles. As is all too common, the work took a turn for 
the worse, and the evening deteriorated into a very pleasant bull-session. 


Probably the big topic of conversation that evening started up right after this question; 
“Seely, what do you think about building a heavy varmint rifle for me this autumn using 
just a plain 40-X action?” Seely went off on a bit of a tangent, citing the need.... 
if | wanted a REALLY ACCURATE TACK-DRIVER of: truing up the action, lapping lugs, 
recoil shoulders, M-16 or Sako extractors, a Beeson (or similar) bolt, etc., etc.’’ He 
ended up with the opinion that, by the time that all the reconstructive surgery was done, 
| would be better off starting out with a custom action, because on resale, custom 
actions hold their value much better than the Remington action... . because the new 
buyer refuses to add in the cost, in his own mind, of what you had to do to fix up the 
action to tack-driver standards. 


It was the kind of discussion that would make good reading in P.S. I’m writing to six 
- eight benchrest gunsmiths who do not make custom actions, and hence, have no 
commercial axe to grind. 


I’m aiming for the October issue with this one, and if you would like to get your two 
cents worth in: 


(1) | would appreciate your input, and 


(2) If you’re foolish enough to reply, I'll put you down for a similar mailing for the 
December issue. 


Precision Shooting needs this kind of article. You’ve got the technical expertise, and

Dear Dave, 

You ask about turning a Rem 40X .222 
bolt-face action into the basis for a 
tack-driving rifle. 

Okay, we’ll start at the beginning. Your 
mess of monstrous screwups is here. 
You want to use it in some of the hardest 
competition that exists today. Heaven 
help you.... 

You have brought in, or we have or- 
dered for you, a good barrel; it too is here. 
First, we take off the old barrel. Clean out 
the mess that is always left, and put the 
receiver on a mandrel. The solid side is 
always longer than the thin side rail, so 
the toolbit contacts here, on the face of 
the receiver. My compound is set at 30 
degrees, so | keep track of the number of 
thousandths “‘in feed’’ until | get a 
complete cleanup around the receiver 
face. The amount ‘‘off’’ is usually up to 
.006, darn seldom has it been .0000. 

Our shop will be in a state of flux for 
a while, as we have just brought in a new 
13 inch lathe, and we are currently setting 
it up for toolmaking .... the use of 
carbide inserts and special measuring 
tools. We are just getting accustomed to 
the new equipment. 

We have been experimenting with 
using a 6 jaw chuck; holding the receiver 
ring in this, and with a carbide cutter, 
turning a new bolt seat. Too early to say 
if | will continue with this, but so far we 
have been getting an extremely good, 
very smooth working finish. It is likely that 
at some time in the future we may wish 
to lap for the final job, but we are closely 
watching what comes out now. 

If your receiver has its threads cocked 
to an excessive amount, such as con- 
tacting my test piece at 12 o’clock, and 
having .004 - .006 clearance at 6 o’clock, 
you are a prime candidate for having the 
threads re-cut. The jigs.and fixtures have 
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been made, and only need fitting to your 
action for use. On re-cutting the receiver 
threads, it does not seem likely that 
opening the minor diameter of the re- 
ceiver .015” maximum in any way re- 
duces the strength of the receiver. A 
variation of two hardness points on the 
Rockwell C scale will give more variation 
than this. | have figures on Remington 
actions varying from HRC-40.0 to 
HRC-43.5. 

If the cocked thread is only .001 - .002 
out, we are more inclined to fit threads 
and turn back the face. . . . where we put 
a piece of barrel in the 6 jaw chuck, or on 
the old lathe, indicate it true in a 4 jaw (the 
more jaws, the more rigidity), turn a tight 
thread, pull the receiver on, stopped by 
thread pressure alone, and face the re- 
ceiver, using a toolbit with its cutting edge 
closest to the tailstock. If there is only a 
very small amount ‘‘out’’ find the high- 
spot with bearing blue generously used, 
and polish it off with a file. If the rifle is 
a switch-barrel affair, one can use the 
thread fit of the barrel to true up with. In 
these set-ups, one does not use the Rem. 
recoil lug. 

Let’s get that recoil lug subject out of 
the way here. We have seen may 
barrel-fitted writeups, about how straight 
we make the action, how close we fit the 
threads .... not a darn one says any- 
thing about the recoil lug. Most will be 
.185 at 12 o’clock, and .1865 at 6 o’clock. 
Here they are purchased in batches of 
ten, and sent to a friend with a Blanchard, 
and ground to .0003 max. runout. Before 
then, | laboriously filed them as true as | 
could make them... . not an easy task. 

Once one makes up the tools, turning 
bolt lugs is no great problem. We are not 
impressed with the idea of gluing a 
split-ring around the bolt just ahead of the 
bolt handle, and am strongly hoping to 
get someone experimentally inclined to 
okay having my heli-arc man do a little 
build-up there. 

Recently spent some time talking to 
one of our magazine's advertisers, 
Wichcraft Products, in Texas. His bolts 
certainly seem to be the way to go, there 
are a number of very appealing features 
to them. We will have a hard bolt, and it 
is rustproof. It will have an effect similar 
to what we had in the Weber... . ahard, 
carburized bolt in a tough, strong action. 
It should be a fine product. However, you 
will have spent $300 for a factory-made 
receiver. Heck, I'll build you a better basic 
receiver for $300, and bring your friends! 
| much prefer the Wichcraft extractor to 
the Remington. | hope one day to be 
selling my own bolts, which will be similar

to the Savage. Can envision making up 
a switch barrel outfit .... if conditions 
are calm, on goes the .222 bolt. . . . wind 
picks up a bit . . . . on goes the PPC bolt 

. wind gets downright nasty .... in 
goes the .308 bolt face. . .. same action, 
stock and scope ....3 or more guns in 
one. Bolts would all have the 25 degree 
face angle, bolt body will be carburized 
for smooth working, lugs 4140 heat- 
treated to HRC 43.0 - 44.0. The bolt body 
will be a couple of thousandths fatter than 
the 40X bolt. The shooter would obvi- 
ously have the not insignificant advan- 
tage of having the same trigger pull each 
time. 

Guess | ought to get this article started, 
huh? Okay, we’ll start with the bolt face. 
Remington warned shooters about the 
hazards of using extractors from other 
actions in their bolts, and |, for one, am 
inclined to go along with them on this one. 
| open the bolt face up, and at the same 
time | give the extractor a good inspection 
with a 20X glass. Another article from me 
tells of my findings on problems in recent 
days with factory extractors. 


| suspect that these extractors are 
stamped out in carburide dies .... 
probably from tubing .... it could be 
1010 or 1020 tubing. It is then pierced for 
the rivet, then carburized to a carbon 
content of .70- .90, and dropped in water, 
or magnaquenched in salt at 1200 f. Then 
they put the bend in it just past the rivet. 
That, sir, is where the balrog in the 
woodpile appears. The bend should be 
done before heat-treating. When they 
bend it, they crack the oxide surface, as 
well as the surface steel, and they are not 
doing that heat-treated surface, or steel, 
any great favors. 

There’s no problem fitting the PPC bolt 
face and surfacing the bolt face at the 
same time. I’m casually wondering how 
long it will be before | run a milling cutter 
through the side of a bolt. . . . but | know 
the answer to my own question. . . . it will 
be the day that there’s not a single one 
in the shop to replace it with. 

It seems to me that fitting the bolt to 
an internal counterbore fit is just a matter 
of benchrest type gunmaking. We are 
now giving the internal clearance a fit of

.001 - .002 max. in PPC, others get .004. 
This gives the case a support up to the 
extractor cut, don’t see where any more 
will help. 

When the bolt is faced square, and the 
locking surface of the lugs cut clean, | 
check with blue. If both lugs bear to my 
satisfaction, | leave things alone. That is 
my practice now, | may change and lap 
later. | like a dead smooth surface, and 
a clean carbide cut at this time fascinates 
me. 

If all is well, take a dial depth gauge, 
and pass it across the bolt face. This will 
give me a good reading on the receiver 
face to bolt face surface. If it varies, | use 
the depth mike to check; if | still get a 
variation, corrective work is next. | have 
a piece of barrel with a hole through the 
true center, .500 in diameter, threaded to 
a close fit to the receiver threads; so we 
are again using the thread fit as basic 

. or, if it has been rethreaded.... 
true to the face of the receiver. We have 
two pieces so set up here, for different 
fits. The face is then lapped in, using an 
aluminum rod that is a close fit to the hole. 
Start with as fine a grit as one can get 
away with, and plan on facing the rod 
several times. We just had a Ruger 77 
come in that had an area 3/16” around 
the firing pin hole forward of the outer 
sides. When | faced this .25-06 true, all 
sides of the outer surface cleaned up at 
the same time. Then had to cut .006 off 
the firing pin. Must be some new fangled 
factory theory to keep the pimers from 
backing up? 

The majority of my time is spent 
keeping records .... all guns, all 
changes. Today | am making guns a 
specific way. Next month, someone may 
come through the door with a new idea. 
If it looks good enough to try .... and 
after trying, it still looks good, it’s a new 
entry to plug into the records, and into 
future gunmaking. A lot of shop time is 
spent making tools and fixtures. If | am 
making a tool, | am working for zero cents 
an hour. That’s today; tomorrow I'll have 
the tool, or maybe an idea for an im- 
proved tool. Possibly wrong, but the 
whole idea is to make the best guns that 
my hands and my labor can fabricate. | 
feel that a dedicated work ethic has al-

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ways worked out in the past, and | see 
no reason to think that future months and 
years will be any different. 

With the present levels of accuracy in 
our sport .... with more and more 
people loading ammunition that is top 
quality .... with our people being in- 
creasingly able to check their loaded 
ammunition to insure that it is true, 
straight, and has bases square to the 
body ....1 am increasingly sold on the 
above method of building rifles. It has 
pained me, in past days, as | have always 
had to sell one gun to get a more desirable 
gun .... Fullmer finances being what 
they were... . and are. | can also feel for 
the guy who has a well-mortgaged house, 
three kids, and two car payments . . . . it 
doesn't leave much left over for hobbies. 
Even so, | have a tendency to run for the 
storm cellar when one of this description 
comes through the door, and tells me, ‘‘l 
had a machinist friend fit the barrel; will 
you chamber it?”’ Bells of Peluvia, | would 
have to spend more time checking out 
that man’s work than it would take me to 
DO THE JOB. The friend’s idea of the 
accuracy potential of .005 on the thread 
comparator will certainly be LESS THAN 
MINE. 

| suspect that some of our readers will 
feel that | spend a lot of time on things 
that do not matter. To me, making the 
gun to the exact measurement | believe 
is right is the reason for getting up in the 
morning. | would like to be remembered 
as one who was true to his own high 
standards, in his chosen craft. To have 
someone like Seely, clear across the 
country, that does top work, and ap- 
parently feels the same way that | do, is 
great .... really great. I'll wager that 
there are several more benchrest gun- 
smiths across the country that feel the 
same way | do. Remember years ago, the 
possibly a bit stuffy head of Rolls-Royce 
remarking, ‘‘we couldn’t turn out a bad 
auto .... the doorman has too much 
pride to let it out the door.”’ I'll subscribe 
to that work ethic. We are not at all 
interested in production per se; we are 
however darn interested in the question 
of whether a job just finished is the very 
best, without reservation, that we could 
turn out. Since it’s a one man shop, we 
also serve in the same capacity as the 
door man at Rolls-Royce in bygone days.

But regardless, Remington’s 40X ac- 
tion, their best in the accuracy field, is still 
a production action, and as such, pro- 
duction tolerances are less exacting for 
several reasons .... there has to be 
interchangability of parts, there must be 
the ability to operate the action under 
conditions of rain, snow, blowing sand, 
spilled beer, or whatever. Finally, there is 
the quaint little fact that they are in 
business to make a profit, and when you 
are a big factory, there are jobbers, 
wholesalers, and retailers, and all of them 
also expect to take a profit on having your 
product pass through their doors. When 
you get through adding up these three 
fellows, the factory is getting somewhere 
in the vicinity of fifty cents on the dollar 
that the retail purchaser shells out down 
at the gun store. 

Now that I've got that bit of background 
out of the way, let’s look at the cost of 
converting a 40X action to PPC, versus 
the cost of a custom action. 

(1) The first consideration would be the 
recutting of the action threads in line with 
the receiver. We do not handle this step 
in our shop. First, | think it would be cost 
prohibitive; special jigs would have to be 
made up, etc., etc. Recutting the threads 
results in an oversize thread. 

Since we do not do the operation, | will 
have to guess at its cost being in the 
$50-$100 range... . . maybe it’s a million 
dollars, for alll know. Like | said, we don’t 
do the work, don’t recommend the step, 
and suggest the trueing of the action with 
the bolt center line . . . . this is a $40.00 
“and up” pricetag .. . . let’s budget it at 
$50.00 for this discussion.

(2) Since we’re talking about a 6PPC, 
the bolt face has to be opened up (if you 
have the small bolt face), and a Sako or 
M-16 extractor installed (I prefer the 
Sako, myself). Charges on this run from 
$60.00 to $80.00 on average. 

(3) The alternative to the immediately 
above paragraph is a custom bolt, which 
has the advantage of being a custom fit, 
since it can be ordered in specified di- 
ameters. There are a few available; one 
costs about $100, complete with firing 
mechanism, another is $125-$140, anda 
third one is in the $175 range, set up for 
a cone breech. We charge $20.00 for 
fitting. 

(4) We still have the rest of the trueing 
operation, have to lap the recoil shoulder, 
face the receiver ring, clean up the 
threads (I do this with a 1 1/16 x 16 tap, 
which does not cut or true the threads, 
it just cleans out the accumulation of junk 
that usually is found here). And finally, lap 
in the lugs and bolt face. Price of $30.00 
“and up’. 

(5) If you have not chosen the custom 
bolt route, there is still the bolt-truing 
operation. This requires a jig turned 
concentric with the bolt center line; face 
the bolt face, and locking lugs front and 
rear, and turn the bolt nose concentric, 
approximately .695 inch. I’ve been 
charging $40.00 for this, but the last 
several have required so much work that 
| do believe this figure is about to go up. 

There is no way that this shop will 
convert Remington bolts to PPC using 
the Remington extractor with the .150 to 
-155 counterbore. Where converted with 
the Sako extractor, it should be .125 inch, 
it’s very important to get that thin web 
PPC case as far as possible into the 
chamber.

doesn’t help the stiffness of the receiver 
any. 
| myself don’t like sleeves, but if you 
want one, add another hundred bucks or 
so for the sleeve and the installation. 

| check the custom actions out pretty 
thoroughly when they arrive in my shop, 
as most benchrest gunsmiths do; haven't 
sent one back yet, and | go over them 
pretty critically. The locking lugs on some 
will require about 15 minutes lapping. . . . 
no charge. 

The customs can also be had in left 
hand versions, opposite loading port, and 
various combinations, some at no extra 
charge. Personally, if it were for my own 
use, and | had a 40X action as a starting 
point .... 1 would sell it, and put that 
money toward the best custom action my 
finances would permit.

| believe | will agree with Seely re- 
garding the 40X action. 

The big point is the resale value! 
However, it would also depend, in my 
opinion, upon how much a shooter would 
have invested in the 40X action in the first 
place. 

| do feel that the 40X action — properly 
modified — has the potential but, as 
Seely pointed out, ‘‘What’s the value of 
the end product?’’ 

Most of the used 40X actions | have 
seen for sale recently have ranged up- 
wards from $275.00 less trigger, with the 
average running about $300.00. 

| would guess the average ‘‘rework’”’ 
such as extractor, truing, lapping, and an 
external bolt stop would add $75.00 or 
more to the cost of the action. For those 
who are so inclined, Beeson bolts are 
now $90.00. 

Now | realize $375.00 is a far cry from 
the $500.00 and up that some of the 
custom actions are going for. But again, 
as Seely points out, you add that $75.00 
to a $300.00 action, and you've still got 
a $300 action. 

| have to think that many of the 40X 
actions now in use are due to the shooter 
purchasing a 40X-BR ‘‘to get started” 
and, before he realized what was hap- 
pening, he restocked and rebarreled it. At 
this point he has wrapped up more money 
in the rifle than he cares to think about 
and just keeps using it rather than 
‘taking a bath’’ getting shed of it.

Dear Dave 

| suspect that | have to go along with 
what Seely says .... that the cost of 
doing what really needs to be done to a 
Remington action, as well as the factor of 
what that reworked action is worth on 
resale makes the custom action very 
attractive. 

| will politely decline to build up a rifle 
on a Remington action, when using .220 
Russian brass, unless it will use a custom 
bolt. Guess that should show how | feel 
on that subject. Even a Remington that 
has had the extractor replaced by an 
M-16 or some other type, | feel is more 
dangerous than a good custom action, 
because you can’t get as much of the 
case in the barrel. 

| will rebarrel with a Remington bolt, 
which has one of these extractors, only 
if | can face the bolt nose back to where 
itis no further than .135 from the bolt face 

.. or if that dimensional requirement 
previously exists, that is obviously all 
right and acceptable. 

Many times | have seen PPC cases with 
belts on them, and the owner wondering 
why, when the reason was that someone 
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fitted a barrel to a Remington bolt with 
too much clearance between the bolt 
nose and barrel, then cut a real nice little 
bevel at the rear of the chamber so it 
would feed. 

| feel that the case should go into the 
barrel all the way to the extractor groove. 

I’m not saying that a Remington cannot 
be set up to shoot as well as anything. It 
certainly can, but it’s not worth it when 
all things are considered. 

| suspect that | got a bit off the track, 
and rambled a bit there, but | really feel 
quite strongly on this particular point. 

No one wants to blow a case, but if it 
has to happen, you are most certainly 
better off making it blow through the 
extractor groove than out the side. It’s 
about .015 thicker there, which is a lot 
more safety factor. 

Thanks for asking my opinion. Looking 
forward to hearing from you again.

Dear Dave: 

Started to write a step by step pro- 
cedure on accurizing a 40-X action but 
realized | was going too much in detail for 
this type article. 

| definitely believe the benchrest 
shooter is better off using one of the 
excellent custom actions on the market 
today. Some shooters justify using a 
40-X or XP-100 by having one on hand 
and a few won't use anything but a 
Remington. But to buy a used 40-X action 
at today’s prices and have the necessary 
work done so it will compete with the 
custom actions is very expensive. 

Everyone has a different opinion as to 
what it takes to accurize a 40-X. | will try 
to explain what my ideas are to make a 
40-X ‘‘SHOOT”’. 

The action should be set up between 
centers on a mandrel. A split collar should 
be clamped around the action and trued

with the mandrel that’s installed in the 
boltway. Then set the steady-rest upon 
the trued collar. Back the mandrel out of 
the action far enough to allow work on 
threads and lugs in action. 

After truing face of action, set up boring 
bar in tool-post and start boring off top 
of threads until |. D. of action is running 
true. Go all the way to the lugs in action. 
On final pass face off the lugs in action. 
Action will usually clean up taking off .010 
to .015. Then use a threading tool to recut 
the threads. After threading is completed 
| usually remove the first .100 of threads 
in action so barrel shank will not have to 
be undercut at shoulder. 

Now let’s consider the bolt. Needless 
to say the best solution is to buy acustom 
bolt. They fit the receiver with a closer 
tolerance. More than likely the custom 
bolt will have a 25° of 30° taper on the 
front end. Usually referred to as a cone 
bolt this type eliminates feeding prob- 
lems. 

You're looking at $150.00 up for the 
custom bolt and a Remington completely 
reworked with a Sako extractor will run 
from $75.00 to $100.00. 

Assuming we're using the original bolt, 
life would be miserable if it wasn’t con- 
verted to a PPC. A shooter today 
wouldn't be caught at a match without a 
PPC. (Except Berger or Hall.) 

A converted Remington should have 
the ejector hole plugged, bolt face 
bushed, opened up to fit the PPC case, 
Sako extractor installed, and lugs on bolt 
faced true. Follow this up by polishing the 
cam on rear of bolt and adjusting the firing 
pin protrusion to .050. 

If you’re using a XP-100, a new Re- 
mington 700 bolt handle would be great. 
Finish the accurizing of your Remington 
by installing a Masker bolt stop. Now 
you're ready to install the barrel. 

Although this work is very expensive, 
it should put your 40-X or XP-100 in the 
same class as the custom actions as far 
as accuracy is concerned. It will not hold 
the resale value like a custom action 
when you decide to sell.

Dear Dave, 

| read with some interest Jon Leu’s 
comments on hunter rifle competition. | 
sincerely hope that some of the directors 
of the NBRSA also took note of his 
comments. 

If you really want to entice people into 
the game, then you simply have to give 
them a chance to win. And that means 
some type of handicap system for factory 
rifles. Now, the big question is, how much 
for a 2 oz. trigger, flat-wide forend (either 
plastic or wood), or a custom barrel with 
minimum dimension chamber and max- 
imum diameter tube. 

| know that this will irritate some 
owners of $1,000 rifles, but it might be 
necessary to attract new shooters into 
the game; and we need new shooters. 
Over here in Lafayette at the Hub City 
range, there are more than 600 members 
in that club. Of that 600 plus group, there 
are only 20 or so active benchrest 
shooters. Why? In a typical pistol sil- 
houette match, there are 100 plus guns 
shot. | wonder if it isn’t the cost and 
reward difference. 

A typical pistol silhouette shooter can 
get started for about $500, while a rifle 
shooter has to invest $750 in a gun, 
scope, mounts, rests, press and dies, and 
a spotting scope; that is for a factory rifle. 
A custom gun alone runs $1 ,000-$1,200. 
Let’s face it, this is not an inexpensive 
game, and the rewards do not justify the 
effort. 

If you do not like a handicap system, 
then set up a separate class for factory 
rifles. Here in Lafayette and Lake 
Charles, Louisiana, they have a separate 
class for heavy factory and light factory 
rifles. The NBRSA rule book makes no 
such distinction. The rule book only 
makes restrictions on custom guns and 
yet it is called hunter rifle. How many 
hunting rifles do you see with two inch 
wide-flat forends, two ounce triggers with 
no safeties, and bright, shiny, heavy, 
stubby barrels on a gun that weighs 10 
pounds and is chambered in a wildcat 
round that is specifically designed around 
the rules in the rule book. 

And speaking of wildcat chambers, 
why not make the restriction that it has 
to be a factory available round of 6MM 
caliber and above. This would make it 
more realistic to an actual hunting rifle. 

| guess that | am writing this letter 
because | think factory rifle shooters 
should get some recognition in the match

Put A Little Light On It 


Over the past few years | have com- 
peted in smallbore and highpower rifle 
silhouette, and starting this year, varmint 
class benchrest. At many of these events 
the question often arises, how much 
affect does a change in lighting, move- 
ment of the sun across the sky etc. have 
on the point of bullet impact? Noone 
seems to have any kind of an answer to 
this question, nor have | been able to find 
where anyone has done any experi- 
menting along this line. So | decided to 
run an experiment to see if | could come 
up with something. 

| decided that if | could shoot in four 
different directions within several min- 
utes; this would simulate shooting under 
changing lighting conditions since the 
light would be hitting the four targets 
facing four different directions. 

Living here in Wyoming we have a lot 
of open spaces that most states don’t 
have. A few miles out of town there is an 
old dry lake bed, flat as a pancake, and 
two miles across. | figured this to be a 
good place to set up my portable bench 
and four targets. One target 100 yd. north 
of the bench, one target 100 yd. south, 
one 100 yd. east and one 100 yd.west of 
the bench. Having measured off 100 yd. 
in all four directions, | was ready to shoot. 
On the morning of May 28th (while all the 
rest of you lucky people were at Super 
Shoot Xl) | started shooting. For 
equipment | used my 6PPC sporter with 
Leupold 36X scope, 27 gr. H-322, Sierra 
70 gr. BR bullets, and Federal 205M 
primers all the way through my testing. 

First | fired a three shot group to the 
north (8:05AM). Then | turned the bench 
around 180 degrees and shot a three shot 
group to the south (8:10AM). Then | 
turned the bench to face the east and 
fired a three shotter (8:13AM) and then 
turned the bench 180 degrees and shot 
a three shot group to the west (8:16AM). 
There was a 3 to 5 MPH breeze coming 
out of the north east which can be seen 
on the targets. 

Looking at the targets you can see that 
the north group is a quarter of an inch 
higher than the south group. The group 
shot to the east is a quarter inch lower 
than the group shot to the west. The 
north and east groups are about the 
same in elevation and the south group is 
a half inch lower than the group shot to 
the west. 

Having done this shooting in the 
morning | wanted to try it in the afternoon 
to see if there would be any changes in 
point of impact. On the evening of the 
same day there was no wind at all, so | 
put up new targets on the same holders 


at the same exact places they were in the 
morning and shot three shot groups in the 
same sequence north, south, east, and 
then west with the same rifle, load, and 
sight setting as in the morning. Now 
things really get interesting. 

In comparing the north group shot in 
the morning with the group shot to the 
north in the evening the group shot in the 
A.M. is an eighth of an inch lower than the 
group shot in the P.M. In comparing the 
two groups shot to the south, the group 
shot in the A.M. is half an inch lower than 
the group shot in the P.M. The two 
groups shot to the east are almost the 
same in elevation and the west A.M. 
group is higher than the P.M. group by 
half an inch. 

Also compare the north A.M. group to 
the west A.M. group and the north P.M. 
group to west P.M. group, they are just 
the opposite in elevation from each other. 
The same holds true in comparing south 
A.M. to east A.M. and south P.M. to east 
P.M. For example: in the morning the 
south group was three-eights of an inch 
lower than the east group shot in the 
morning. But in the afternoon the group 
shot to the south was almost a quarter 
of an inch higher than the east group shot 
in the afternoon. 

There isn’t any way to compare the 
groups shot in the morning to the groups 
shot in the afternoon for horizontal 
movement because of the 5 M.P.H. 
breeze in the morning. 

I’m sure a more experienced benchrest 
shooter would have learned more from 
this than | did. But | thought | would share 
my findings with all who read this fine 
magazine. In summing it up it appears 
that changes in light upon a target can 
make as much as a half minute of angle 
change in point of impact. This may or 
may not be of any value to benchrest 
shooters, but it would seem to me it’s all 
the more reason to go back down on the 
sighter if | see a change in lighting and the 
original condition won't come back in 
time to finish the goup.

Tim Bolinger sent me some cutting oil 
that they use at MATCO.

far as | can see, it works as well as 
anything I’ve tried. 

On speed of chambering .... my old 
lathe has a minimum speed of 25 rpm. | 
often had someone turn the lathe over by 
hand on barrels that cut hard. We have 
just put in a 13 inch lathe with a minimum 
speed of 50 rpm and we are somewhat 
surprised that the finish is practically the 
same. Have not had a hard barrel to work 
on in some time now. 

Am more curious as to your reamer. 
Who made it and how long has it been 
used? My .308 Win. by Elliott developed 
a scratch, and it needed some tender 
touching up. | have a jig here, sort of a 
cross between the one that Elliot used, 
and the one Keith Francis used, and was 
able to bring it back to quality standards. 

Sometime in '78 | saw a reamer that 
had been returned from R.C.B.S.....in 
the process of stoning it for finish, it was 
given a negative angle, with the net result 
that it was trying to cut in back of its 
cutting edge. Just recently one of our 
customers sent in a set of reamers to 
chamber a Wildcat, and I'll be darned, the 
sizing die reamer is honed the same way

The go 
gauge from another company was made 
with the angle out of the same plane as 
the face. Such work was regretable 40 
years ago, but today it is inexcusable. 


FULLMER ON 
CHAMBERING REAMERS 


To claim that one makes no mistakes 
is stupid and foolish. Anyone can make 
an error. 

When Red Elliott was alive, and 
turning-out the jewels that were Elliott 
reamers, he wrote to me once .... said 
‘Stop telling people that my work is just 
about perfect ....1 make mistakes.... 
| make a lot of them.The only thing I've 
got going for me is that | am able to catch 
most of them before they go out the shop 
door’’.... that’s the big point in the final 
analysis; the guy who does 90% of his 
work perfect, and ships out that 90 
percent, plus the ten percent errors has 
to be rated lower than the guy who does 
80 per cent of his work perfect, but who 
catches the 20% in quality checks before 
it gets shipped. 

Elliott checked out every reamer he 
ever shipped. If there was any uncer- 
tainty, any doubt, he put a piece of barrel 
in his LeBlonde lathe, and cut a chamber 
with it. | can think of no better word to 
describe such a business ethic except the 
one single work ‘‘wonderful’’.... and |

do mean my admiration for the man and, 
his ethic. 

The quality reamer is a costly thing 
today. Heck, it was costly when | bought 
my first Elliott reamers from him at $20.00 
for the rough reamer and $22.00 for the 
finish reamer. Rough reamers were made 
of hi speed steel, finish reamers were 
made out of tungsten finishing steel; 
some were made out of carpenter steel’s 
KW steel. Some of these reamers, when 
Henriksen has to re-sharpen them today, 
are very hard to grind, as some of this 
steel was imported from England. At one 
time, English tool steel was much better 
than ours. 

If one says that a particular reamer 
maker does good work . . .. . he does not 
need use any wild superlatives .... to 
make a quality reamer, there is only one 
grade of workmanship .... it is either 
right, dead right, or throw it away, and do 
another. 

This shop is very suspicious of anyone 
that grandly says, ‘‘If it isn’t right, we will 
do it over’. To our simple way of thinking, 
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the better wordage is, ‘‘If it isn’t right, it 
won't get our of our door’. Don’t you 
check out your product, or do you think 
of your customers as your checking 
department? I’ve had a bunch of phone 
calls, indeed a very big bunch of phone 
calls from the fellow who does our 
tooling, to check out details of something 
that he received from us in print that does 
not seem just right to him. Until he un- 
derstands it fully, and why we want it just 
that way, he ain’t gonna start work. Know 
what? He’s going to be doing our tooling 
work for along time to come... .he has 
a proper work ethic. 

The fellow that laborously rebuilds 
actions, to get the ultimate in accuracy 
out of their potential, who buys the finest 
barrels available today, hang the cost 
.... the man who spends hours on the 
rifle’s bedding, to get it just so .... is 
certainly not the individual who should 
buy ‘‘good enough”’ reamers and gauges. 
We have a full set of Forster gauges here, 
purchased in the 60s, and they are very 
usable. Lately, since we started using a 
GO gauge, and a GO gauge plus .001 for 
headspacing, we are inclined to use 
Henriksen gauges. Know what gives me 
just a good, warm feeling? When you 
order a GO gauge, receive it .... and 
three months later you order a GO plus 
.001 from the same source, and when you 
receive it, you measure it with every 
confounded instrument you can put your 
hands on.... and they all indicate your 
new gauge is .001 different from your old 
gauge! It sort of restores your confidence 
in a lot of things! 

If you do have less than optimum 
tooling, here you are .... the barrel is 
threaded, and you are ready to cut with 
the new reamer. You've probably got it 
roughed out .... and here your reamer

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chatters . . . .orcuts rough, or worse yet, 
screams when under power. 

Without a jig, the best place to work on 
a reamer is between your centers, in the 
lathe. Heck, you don’t want to upset your 
barrel now... . . so you hold it in the vise, 
and start in with an Arkansas Stone. It 
certainly does not take much time to use 
up all the savings that you've got, by 
trying to get by with an inferior product. 

A fellow sent me a reamer several 
years ago to cut a chamber to his 
specifications, which were ‘‘off stan- 
dard”. First, it chattered. Fixed that. 
Next, in the chambering, when about ‘‘to 
depth”’, it started cutting rough, so pulled 
it out, and into the jig it went. Seemed 
ages before | could get it to the point 
where it would cut properly, still it had a 
solid .2175 pilot in a .219 barrel. It simply 
is not logical to use this kind of tooling if 
you want ‘‘top shelf’ work. 

Even today, with the prices they do 
admittedly cost... . quality reamers are 
one of the best buys in the world!

With the .22 Russian case, | found 
myself unable (due to its internal shape) 
to use the special anvils devised for my 
Rockwell hardness test machine. These 
anvils are shaped to take hardness 
readings on the case side, just ahead of 
the extractor cut. These have been in use 
for some time here, when foreign brass 
or certain wildcat cases were in question. 
Therefore, special pin anvils were de- 
vised, that worked well for the Russian 
case, but which were the very dickens to 
read on the small .222 Remington case. 
Enough readings have been taken to 
assure us that correct side head readings 
and correct fact readings are very similar 
in results. Until a more accurate method 
or better anvils are devised, the above 
penetrator readings should be accept- 
able.

The PPC brass has been reported to be 
amore ductil alloy than others, due to the 
addition to its formula of two parts per 
thousand of silver. The word ‘‘ductil’’ 
indicates the unit of brass can be rolled 
and swaged more, without cracking. 
Silver in this instance raises the rec- 
rystilization temperature and tends to 
produce fine grained copper. It has little 
or no effect on mechanical properties. 

American brass does not at this time 
have silver listed as part of its content; 
current references show it as being made 
up of: 68.5-71.5% copper, 0.07 maximum 
of lead, 0.05 iron, 0.15 maximum of 
others, with the balance being zinc. 

As silver and gold are by products in 
mined copper, there might be trace el- 
ements of these in the American alloy 
(found under the formula category of 
‘0.15 maximum of others’, however they 
cannot be considered as part of the 
formula. 

It could then be assumed that, as made 
in Europe, the .220 Russian brass could 
have some case life advantage over 
American brass, provided that the 
working of the brass is the same. 

Interior shape of American brass is 
basically flat across its interior, with 
radiused corners fading up into the wall. 
The only exception is where the flash hole 
is punched, and this is usually either 
reamed or punched flat on first depriming 
with a knock-out punch. 

The web from primer to powder in .222 
Rem, and .222 Rem Mag is .060. 

The .220 Russian is extruded or 
formed forward at primer pocket, with a 
radius approximately 1/32 at the wall, 
looking somewhat similar to our old 
balloon head cases of years ago: This 
gives little metal to contain gas, and any 
clearance between the bolt and the end 
of the barrel must be closed up. 

The corresponding web of the .220 
Russian case is .048 from primer to 
powder.

Measuring the thinnest line from ex- 
tractor cut to powder, the .222 Rem is 
.092, the .222 Rem Mag is .102, and the 
.220 Russian is .051. Not much of a putty 
plug for openings! 

Thus the .220 Russian case is thinner 
in the wall areas, especially in the area of 
the extractor cut, where it is without 
support or contact with the bolt. The 
Russian case then depends on more 
surface contact with barrel, boltface, and 
their junction. Our American designs use 
more brass in these areas, and American 
rifle clearances between bolt and barrel 
will have to be closed up to keep our 
people from having ‘‘belted case’ trou- 
bles with Russian brass. 

Some of our shooters are using .222 
size Remington bolts with the Russian 
case head turned to fit the .222 bolt. This 
leaves an excessive area where the head 
of the case is weakest. The Remington 
bolt, just in front of the extractor, has only 
a thin, angled surface to support the 
extractor cut, and even this will have to 
be faced’a bit, as in most bolts the angle 
of bolt cut contacts the extractor cut 
before the case head contacts the bolt 
face. Our shop refuses to work on any 
rifle so set up, aS we regard them as 
nothing less than an accident waiting to 
happen. 

The .222 bolt face, opened to a good 
fit for the .220 case seems the most 
desirable alteration, with the interior 
shoulder of the barrel coming up with 
.001 clearance to the interior bolt 
shoulder. | give the outer shoulder-lug 
area .004 clearance. In this manner, if 
anything fits hard, | know where to 
scrape. 

The .308 bolt face, with a slight 
bending of the extractor, and grinding the 
ejector so its outer edge helps hold the 
case against the extractor, is a very 
usable alteration. Again, the clearance 
should be .001 inner shoulder and .004 
outer. 

Of the two, the .222 bolt face job makes 
a more workmanlike alteration. 

As gunmakers, most of us are aware 
that a high percentage of our people run 
their pressures to an excessive figure. 
We can have enough problems as it is, 
without someone with a potential ag- 
gregate recordin process... .onhis last 
shots having to extract his cases with a 
cleaning rod, due to the extractor being 
frozen out of contact. Most benchrest 
shooters | know hate to put acleaning rod 
down the muzzle of a hot-shooting rifle. 

Almost forgot .... our friend Harvey 
Miller even slightly stones a slight radius 
at rear of the chamber, just enough to dull 
the sharp corner. _ 
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THE SX STORY 


by George M. Fullmer 


Back in the early 1930’s, Pacific 
Gunsight Company came up with the 
then new loading design of the C Tool, 
which supplemented an earlier tool using 
the bottle-capping design loading tool 
that they had been manufacturing. 

No matter how good your product is, or 
what new fields of loading it enables your 
people to enter .... to sell, it must be 
reviewed by the experts of the day. Their 
comments were invited, the product was 
assessed, and written up accordingly in 
the one gun magazine of the day, The 
American Rifleman. 

Then a tool with dies was sent off to 
Montana, to a cowboy-big game 
hunter-target shooter-philosopher, 
which of course could only be the unique 
and singular Elmer Keith. 

In The Rifleman, shortly thereafter, 
appeared a Keith article. . . .andif| recall 
correctly, the main theme of the article 
was shooting jackrabbits in the Paasi- 
meroy Valley. As | further recall, the 
Pacific tool drew some favorable com- 
ments in Elmer’s article, and passed his 
review with flying colors. However, at the 
very end, the good fellow closed with the 
comment, ‘‘Only improvement | can see 
is to make the dies out of Hi-Speed 
steel.’’ 

Came the deluge. A week after the 
magazine came out, the letters started to 
pour in to poor old Pacific Gunsight 
Company. ‘‘I want one of your tools, but 
make the dies out of Hi-Speed steel’. 
Management buried its head in its arms 
on its desk, and sobbed softly, ‘‘why me, 
Lord?”’ 

Hi-Speed steel was just about the 
worst choice imaginable, but the market 
was there, shooters were clamoring for 
the item, an expert had recommended it, 
and Moses coming down from heaven 
with a dozen metallurgists could not have 
stopped the flood. Standard dies on our 
inventory shelf were just not moving. To 
meet the demand, the price of dies was 
raised by $2.50, and a new run made. 

The first batch of dies in the new run 
are left in the Perliton pot an extra hour, 
and marked SX. For over ten years, 
knowing shooters purchased standard 
dies at $2.50 less, without:the SX. Later 
batches were all hardened’for the same 
length of time, cut with the same tooling, 
and were identical; with the sole differ- 
ence of having, or not having, the magical 
SX labeling. A set of dies came into our 
shop recently, made now by Hornady, 
and the SX is still on them. | wonder if they 
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still get calls for Hi-Speed dies. It all 
comes from having a cowboy as your 
metallurgist! 

He is one heck of a game shot, and a 
superb pistol shooter, and I’ve always 
enjoyed his writing, but as a metallurgist, 
he’s still a darn good cowboy.

THE REMINGTON EXTRACTOR 


by George Fullmer 


Sometime back, we were all warned by 
the Remington people that alteration of 
their bolts, and fitting and extractor from 
another design of rifle was not something 
that they recommended as a practice. 
About that same time, Mike Walker, in the 
P.S. pages wrote that when a new and 
different extractor was installed in a 
Remington bolt, the cut made for the new 
extractor broke the 360 degree protec- 
tion of a Remington bolt front, and if the 
shooter had a good over-load in the 
chamber, there just could be pieces of 
extractor floating around the landscape, 
and endangering little children, stray 
puppies, and overhead aircraft .... to 
say nothing of the shooter’s face and 
other important parts that he might 
consider dear to him (or her). 

Mike Walker's word on a particular 
subject has always been given a lot of 
weight by yours truly, and our shop no 
longer is willing to install M-16 or Sako 
extractors in Remington bolts. 

Then, having given this warning, 
Remington then proceeded to sit back on 
its corporate posterior. Why was this 
warning necessary at all? If Remington is 
the best factory product available to us, 
then why are custom gun makers altering 
Remington products? The custom gun 
maker that turns out benchrest quality 
work certainly is not doing this to pad up 
his bill, as he already has all the work he 
can handle, indeed to the point that his 
primary interest is getting those guns out 
of his work-flow, and into the hands of 
skilled competitors who are calling him 
weekly for the needed rifle. 

This shop makes a practice out of 


keeping at least ten Remington extrac- 
tors on hand. Why so many? In years 
past, up to today, two Springfield ex- 
tractors lasted for years and years. | have 
installed two Mauser extractors in the 
past five years .... both were re- 
placements on rifles where the owner had 
cut too much lip off the extractor in 
opening up the bolt face to magnum bolt 
face. 

Brett McCaslin, while on safari recently 
in the wilds of San Benito, miles from the 
nearest McDonalds, had a broken ex- 
tractor turn up on his Hart barreled 788. 
Aside from the obvious danger of being 
caught without defensive weapon in the 
midst of several hundred wild Marmota 
Monax (editor: that’s ‘‘woodchucks”’ to 
you), to have an extractor break on a 
rather new rifle. . . . left Brett somewhat 
upset with Remington products. 

Examination of the fractured extractor 
showed an oxide surface at the fracture. 
This was at the first major bend, right 
after where the hole for the rivet was 
punched. Most Remington extractor 
fractures seem to occur here. Occa- 
sionally the fracture occurs right at the 
rivet hole. | became a trifle curious, and 
took five Remington extractors out of 
stock for a little examination. One of them 
showed an oxide finish (the oxide is 
cracked, and there are small bright 
opening marks on the steel surface 
across the width of the extractor. The 
second one had a most decided crack 
across the width of the extractor. The 
third one had small break marks across 
the width of the extractor. Numbers four 
and five appeared to be all right. The 
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examination was made under a 20X 
glass. Our books on Metalurgy warn us 
about cracks in any steel part, and es- 
pecially if such parts are hardened, such 
as Spring Temper. Such cracks are 
self-propagating, and any crack in such 
a surface will only continue to enlarge. 

The depth of fracture of the above 
parts is very small. | believe that they can 
probably be saved by the cautious use of 
a polishing wheel in my DuMore Grinder. 
It is apparent that such repair would 
never fit into Remington's mass _ pro- 
ducton cycle. All we can determine is that 
if one has extractor touble with a Re- 
mington factory rifle... . one should not 
be terribly suprised. 

We have noted, with mild amusement, 
the S.A.A.M.I. warnings, in popular 
magazines, relative to the dangers of 
alterations of factory firearms by the 
shooting public. On one side of the coin, 
S.A.A.M.I. is right, since some of the 
altered firearms that come in our shop's 
front door would be enough to scare a 
stone statue. On the other side of that 
same coin, if our manufacturers would 
only make the part right the first time, 
there would be no reason for anyone to 
consider changing the darn thing. 

From here it appears that about the 
same time that Mike Walker retired from 
Remington, somebody at the plant ini- 
tiated a speed-up program. Bolts now 
have excessive toolmarks. Interior re- 
ceiver bolt seats are a mass of toolmarks 
(there may be a connection between 
these two items). At the factory, the new 
master plan as set up appeared to be 
two-fold: lower the quality, and at the 
same time, uhh... . let’s raise the prices 
too.

Heat Treating 
Cast Bullets

Among the more interesting discov- 
eries by cast bullet shooters in recent 
years was the fact that relatively soft, low 
antimony content alloys can be heat 
treated fairly simply to obtain hardnesses 
far greater than that of type metals such 
as linotype. While this process has not 
achieved wide popularity yet, it does hold 
considerable potential for future appli- 
cations in Cast Bullet Association ben- 
chrest competition. 

It is general knowledge among 
shooters that a hard, strong alloy is 
required for accurate cast bullet shooting 
at velocities above 1500 fps. For such 
shooting, linotype alloy, having a nominal 
composition of 12% antimony, 4% tin, 
and the balance lead and trace alloys, has 
been the standard for many years. 
Having a Brinnell hardness (BHN) in the 
21-22 range, it is suitable for velocities up 
to about 2100 fps or more depending on 
the quality and smoothness of the barrel 
it’s used in. 

Unfortunately, linotype is rapidly be- 
coming more and more scarce through 
scrap sources, and more and more ex- 
pensive through commercial sources. 
One CBA shooter recently recalled how 
he used to get his linotype out of the trash 
at a local printshop, and bemoaned the 
fact that the last time he purchased alloy 
for casting, it cost him $1.05 per pound. 
While there is no doubt that linotype will 
continue to be available for years to 
come, it is certain that its use for bullets 
will become less and less common as the 
price escalates. For this reason, the use 
of heat treated bullets of more common 
scrap alloys is sure to increase. 

Heat treating, as referred to here, in- 
volves heating the bullets to tempera- 
tures readily obtainable in a home oven 
and then quenching them in room tem- 
perature water. It’s just that simple, and 
yet, it yields bullets with hardnesses in 
the range of 28 to 36 BHN — far harder 
than linotype. An alternate method that 
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has been used for years by some is to 
drop the bullets directly from the mould 
into water, but that doesn’t appeal to me 
for reasons I'll discuss later. 

The oven process first became widely 
known through articles in the AMERICAN 
RIFLEMAN, which were subsequently 
included in the NRA publication, CAST 
BULLETS, edited by Col. E.H. Harrison. 
Soon afterward, highly technical articles 
authored by Dennis Marshall, who had 
supplied the original NRA data, appeared 
in the CBA journal THE FOULING SHOT, 
and these gave detailed but practical 
discussions of the metalurgy of lead 
alloys. All of these sources give detailed 
discussions of the subject, and what will 
be presented here will be only the 
bare-bones ‘‘how-to’’ desired by the 
average home experimenter. No doubt | 
may make some errors in technical se- 
mantics, but the method | describe has 
worked well for me. 

While lead/tin/antimony alloys all be- 
come increasingly soft as their temper- 
ature increases, they will not actually lose 
their cohesion (i.e., ‘‘begin to melt’’) until 
they reach 486 degrees F. A lead bullet, 
heated to almost (but not quite) 486 
degrees will keep its solid dimensions, 
but, while standing for a period of time at 
that temperature, the crystal structure of 
the alloy will rearrange itself. If suddenly 
cooled about 400 degrees (i.e., to room 
temperature) this crystal structure will be 
‘locked in place’, with the characteristic 
that the resulting metal will be much 
harder than what results from the rela- 
tively slow cooling that occurs in the 
bullet mould. While this is a grossly 
condensed description of the physics and 
metallurgy involved, it provides the 
outline for the process we follow. 

For heat treating, bullets are cast of a 
lead alloy containing relatively little an- 
timony or tin. Wheelweight metal, con- 
taining about 2.5% antimony these days, 
is very good, but | have found almost any 


scrap alloy that seems ‘‘hard’”’ by the 
thumbnail test seems to work just fine. 
“Backstop lead’’ from a smallbore or 
pistol range works well too. There is 
nothing to be gained by having more than 
a few percent of antimony, as high an- 
timony alloys do not increase in hardness 
significantly (or at all) when heat treated. 
For example, the hardness of linotype is 
not increased by heat treating. 

The bullets are cast in the normal 
manner. If using a new batch of unknown 
scrap it is a good idea to try a small batch 
at a time, rather than blend up a large 
quantity that may be useless due to 
contaminants (like zinc or aluminum) 
which will keep it from casting well. If the 
casting quality needs to be improved, as 
it may with wheelweights, add a small 
amount of tin (solid core wire solder is 
good) a bit at a time, adding only enough 
to get well filled out bullets. Tin detracts 
from the effects of heat treating, and thus 
only the minimum needed for good 
casting is desirable. In general, if you are 
used to casting linotype, you may be a bit 
discouraged with the appearance of the 
bullets, since there is no doubt type- 
metals have the best casting qualities, 
but as long as the bullets are well filled 
out and uniform they will perform just as 
well. 

After casting, | have developed my own 
technique for working the bullets which | 
believe has merit. If the bullets require 
sizing, | do this BEFORE heat treating, 
and without seating the gaschecks or 
lubricating. My reason for doing this is 
twofold. First, it is much easier and takes 
much less force to size the bullets while 
they are soft. A great deal of damage is 
done to hard bullets when they are sized, 
especially if the sizer/lubricator is poorly 
aligned. Second, | believe the maximum 
benefit of the bullet’s hardness is gained 
if its surface has not been work-softened 
or yielded following the heat treating. | 
believe the maximum benefit of hardness 
is when the bullet is first entering the 
throat and engraving the rifling, and it 
seems to be silly to ‘‘pre-yield’’ the 
surface after going to the effort of har- 
dening it. That’s why | don’t see the use 
of quenching the bullets straight from the 
mould. 

After sizing, | place the bullets into 
envelopes folded from aluminum foil, in 
batches of 50. The envelopes are folded 
in such a way that they can be picked up 
by the edges readily with gloved hands 
when removing them from the oven, and 
the bullets dumped for quenching simply 
by letting go of one side. The kitchen oven 
is preheated to around 450 degrees, and 
the envelopes of bullets placed in it for 
about an hour.

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The closer you can get the temperature 
to 486 degrees the harder the bullets will 
be after quenching, BUT — it is much 
better to give up a little hardness and be 
positively sure you haven't ‘‘sagged”’ the 
bullets, so, keep the temperature down a 
tad below 450 degrees, rather than 
above. Most home ovens have ‘‘hot 
spots’, plus relatively poor thermostats, 
so | strongly recommend you practice on 
a few small batches of ‘‘junk”’ bullets, and 
get to know your oven, before putting in 
a large quantity of good bullets, only to 
have them melt. A friend of mine put 
several hundred good bullets in his oven 
and watched them like a hawk for almost 
the full hour but took a bathroom break 
for a few minutes before quenching. 
When he returned, the bottom of his oven 
was covered with molten lead. Appar- 
ently the thermostat took a break, too. 

After the bullets have been in the oven 
about an hour, fill a large container (a 
large plastic trash basket is good) with 
tap water mixed to be around room 
temperature. Because of thermodynamic 
and heat transfer characteristics of 
water, room temperature water will chill 
the bullets more quickly than icewater. 
Put on a pair of light cotton gloves, which 
will be adequate for picking up the edges 
of the thin foil bags, which will be hot, but 
don't hold enough heat to penetrate even 
thin cloth. Open the oven as quickly as 
possible, grab one of the envelopes of 
bullets by the edges, and dump the 
bullets as quickly a possible into the 
water. Close the oven door and let it 
come back up to temperature while you 
scoop the first bag of bullets out of the 
water and put them on a cloth to dry. 
Repeat this process with the remaining 


batches of bullets, allowing a few minutes 
for the oven to reheat each time after 
opening the door. 

If you sized the bullets before heat 
treating, you can gauge how close you 
came to melting them by the color of the 
‘‘sized”’ portions of the bands. If they are 
extremely dark, appearing almost burnt 
or black, you probably came moderately 
close to melting them, but also you have 
hardened them about as much as pos- 
sible. If there is any doubt whether or not 
some of them may have ‘‘sagged’”’, one 
way to gauge them crudely but quickly is 
to roll them on a pane of glass. If they roll 
smoothly, they’re probably OK, but if any 
of them ‘‘hop”’ a bit, they probably came 
close to melting and bent. Be particularly 
suspicious if the surfaces of any of the 
bullets have ‘‘pimples”’ on them resulting 
from crystal formation. After a couple of 
experiences with bent bullets, | backed 
off on the temperature so that now the 
sized portions are only moderately dis- 
colored. Any difference in hardness 
seems to be only academic, when it 
comes to shooting. 

| should mention that the bullets will 
only reach their full hardness after a day 
or so. One shooter told me he didn’t 
succeed in hardening his bullets at all by 
heat treating, but, it turned out, he had 
tested them as soon as he took them 
from the water. After talking to me, he 
took them down from the shelf, tested 
them again, and said they seemed ‘‘glass 
hard’’. The bullets will also soften again 
over some months, but | understand they 
only soften to about the hardness of li- 
notype, which is still pretty good. 

Once the bullets are hardened, the 
gaschecks can be seated, and they can 
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be lubricated in your coventional manner. 
You will notice that the bullets are suf- 
ficiently hard ‘so that nose punches, 
dropping them on the floor, etc., will not 
mark or deform them in any way. Part of 
the payoff for all of the trouble comes 
when you load them, since they are much 
less susceptible to metal shaving by 
sharp or tight case necks, and again, a 
poorly fitting seating punch does no 
damage. 

The real payoff comes in the shooting, 
though, especially if you want to get the 
velocity well over 2000 fps, with accu- 
racy. One CBA member achieved 
minute-of-angle accuracy at 2300 fps, 
from a ‘‘strictly stock’’ Remington Model 
788 .308 using 200 grain heat treated 
bullets. When you consider that that was 
virtually the full velocity potential for that 
weight bullet in the .308, you can see the 
possibilities. An accurate, heavy cast 
bullet load at over 2300 fps should be of 
interest to National Match course 
shooters, allowing them to practice with 
full power loads at a fraction of the cost 
of jacketed rounds. For silhouette 
shooters, such a load should be com- 
pletely adequate, and indeed some sil- 
houette shooters have done well in 
competition using cast bullets exclu- 
Sively. 

For hunting, heat treated cast bullets 
have a distinct advantage over linotype, 
since linotype is very brittle and shatters 
instead of expanding, with consequent 
inconsistent penetration and killing 
power. Heat treated alloys, while hard, 
remain ductile, and will stay together for 
amazing penetration on game, though 
their hardness suggests best perform- 
ance on heavy animals rather than small, 
thin-skinned game, where soft alloys at 
lower velocities have proven adequate, 
anyway. 

In CBA benchrest shooting, as groups 
continue to shrink due to improvements 
in bullet and mould design and casting 
technology, | predict attention will be 
turned to the ballistic edge to be gained 
by higher velocities. This is where | feel 
the real interest in heat treating will 
emerge, since heat treated bullets have 
a double ballistic advantage. Along with 
being capable of higher velocities, they 
are also typically heavier than the same 
designs cast from linotype, which is as 
much as 10% less dense than heat 
treating alloys. Packing more weight into 
the same bullet is one of the few ex- 
amples of a ‘‘free lunch” in the ballistic 
world, and |’m sure that when we get to 
sorting the .1’s from the .2’s, a short 
ways down the road, cast bullet shooters 
will be scratching for all of that advantage 
they can get.

1984 AGENDA ITEMS 


THE AGENDA ITEMS LISTED BELOW WILL BE CONSIDERED FOR RULE CHANGES AT THE IBS WINTER MEETING 
TO BE HELD ON JANUARY 14 & 15, 1984 AT THE HOLIDAY INN IN PAINTED POST, NEW YORK. 


. Accept the temporary changes ap- 


proved at the 1983 annual meeting. 


Change the 300 yard benchrest 
target to include the sighter target on 
the same piece of paper as the re- 
cord target. A proposed target has 
been submitted by the Mainville Club 
and will be available for member 
review at the winter meeting. It is 
also proposed that the target be 
printed in red. 


. Change the precision rifleman 


awards system to allow a minimum 
number of points to be earned when 
there are less than 20 competitors. 
In other words change the existing 
system of 20-49 shooters and over 
50 shooters to 5-19 shooters, 20-49 
shooters, and over 50 shooters. 


. If item 3 is adopted, make it retro- 


active to the beginning of IBS 
competition. 

The 1983 audit committee recom- 
mends that the IBS Treasurer’s 
accounts be audited by a CPA every 
two years to coincide with the 
election of a new Treasurer. 


. Include the aggregate patches, 


championship patches, precision 
rifleman awards, traveler and keeper 
plaques and match pins as rules in 
the rulebook. The wording of these 
rules would be developed by a 
committee appointed by the Presi- 
dent. The rules would be developed 
based on the current practices used. 


. It is recommended that the Sporter 


Class and the Light Varmint Class be 
combined into a single 10% pound 
gun class with no caliber restrictions. 
(The existing rules for the LV class 
would be used). The records would 
be determined by consolidating the 
existing records and recognizing the 
smaller record in each case. 

It is recommended that all currently 
recognized 5 shot groups and ag- 
gregates for the Heavy Bench Class 
be dropped from official IBS rec- 
ognition. 


. It is recommended that a Benchrest 


Hall of Fame be established for the 
IBS using the same rules that exist 
for the NBRSA Hall of Fame. Points 
would be awarded for IBS compe- 
tition since the inception of the IBS 
per the data that has been collected 
by Dave Brennan and Al Angerman.

It is recommended that all clubs 
holding IBS registered matches be 
mandated to have, for the first match 
of each class, a minimum of two large 
pieces of paper, with new benchrest 
targets affixed thereto for those 
needing to sight-in. 

Require any club holding a registered 
match with over 30 competitors to 
provide a minimum number of tro- 
phies (or plaques or equiv.) to the 
first three at each yardage and grand 
aggregate for each class. 

It is recommended that the Heavy 
Bench Championships be separated 
from the Varmint Championships 
and the Sporter Class be returned to 
the Varmint Championships. 


It is recommended for championship 
matches that a maximum fee of 
$12.00 for the first gun of each day 
be established and that a maximum 
fee of $6.00 be established for each 
additional gun each day. 

It is recommended that the use of 
stationary backers be made man- 
datory for all registered IBS group 
shoots. 


It is recommended that the following 
caliber change rule be implemented: 
Competitors changing calibers be- 
fore or during competition must 
complete a caliber change card im- 
mediately and prior to the effective 
match. Caliber change cards will be 
available from the range officer and 
must be returned to the range officer 
as the competitor goes to the line. A 
competitor who does not report a 
change to a larger caliber will not be 
given the credit. A competitor who 
does not report a change to a smaller 
caliber will be subject to disqualifi- 
cation. An exception to this rule 
would be if a competitor developed 
a rifle or ammunition problem during 
the actual firing of a match will not be 
disqualified if a gun borrowed is of 
different caliber and that change is 
reported immediately at the end of 
the effected match. The referees 
would determine the appropriate 
measurement method for the ef- 
fected target. 

It is recommended that it be made a 
rule that practicing on empty targets 
be disallowed and a crossfire penalty 
be assessed for each practice shot 
fired on an empty target.

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Require some shower facilities at 
any club holding a IBS Champion- 
ship. 

Require the IBS Championships to 
be bid for, dates set, and awarded 
two years in advance. 


Set up the IBS section of the Pre- 
cision Shooting magazine with a 
match schedule similar to the one 
used in the NBRSA section. That is 
— include the name of the club, 
name of person to contact, address 
of contact person, phone number of 
contact person, start time of mat- 
ches, and whether or not warmup 
matches will be fired. 

Establish a penalty for any shots that 
are outside the border of the target 
yet remain on the paper versus the 
existing “‘DNQ’”’. 

If item 20 is not accepted, provide an 
equal handling of all shots that are 
outside of an individual’s own target 
border. Specifically this means that 
a crossfire would constitute a 
“DNQ”. 

Eliminate the requirement for 
weighing all rifles at registered IBS 
matches. Require that the scales be 
available for competitors to weigh 
their guns, but only weigh the guns 
of the top 3. 

Change the hunter rule concerning 
caliber to make it required that cases 
for hunter competition be of 30-30 
case capacity or greater. 

Require Ranges to have dark colored 
material behind the sighter and re- 
cord target areas in order that 
shooters can see their shots. 
Change the wording in the rule book 
where it requires the referees to be 
present for the drawing of benches. 
The referees should be able to 
monitor this on a discretionary basis. 
Change the order in which the IBS 
Championships are run. That is, 
shoot LV&HV 100 yards on the first 
day, LV&HV 200 yards on the second 
day, HB 100 yards on the third day, 
and HB 200 yards on the final day. 
Change the Match Course of fire for 
the IBS Championships to a four gun 
Championship and run it from 
Monday thru Saturday. Shoot 8-10 
shot groups for each HB aggregate 
at 100 and 200 yards.

Brian Rubright, .3305, 9) Paul Burns

It is the editor’s understanding that on 
their return home, the Boyers were met 
by a brass band, and the mayor pre- 
sented them with the keys to the city, a 
map of downtown Keezletown, and an 
aerial photo of the township of Keezle- 
town.

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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


The end of another competitive season 
is but on the horizon and we can certainly 
reflect on a year of accomplishment and 
ever increasing levels of performance. 
This year saw the second time that the 
three gun consisted of two varmint rifles 
in conjunction with the heavy bench rifle. 
As most of you probably know | have not 
been one of the leading figures in pro- 
moting this move. However, | will not be 
one to diminish that which it has ac- 
complished. The IBS Champinships have 
grown in size and the performance of the 
shooters and the equipment has not been 
effected by the change. | state this since 
Richard Maretzo was able to potentially 
break the existing three gun record fired 
with three varmint guns. Richard did it by 
firing a three gun aggregate of .2899MOA 
with a 5 shot HV aggregate, a 5 shot LV 
aggregate and a 10 shot HB aggregate. 

The theme of this month’s message will 
center on the Precision Rifleman’s award 
system. The system was formed in the 
early days of the IBS to provide recog- 
nition for consistent top level perform- 
ance over a long period of time. Admit- 
tedly, the system has some shortfalls and 
inequities, but it is a time tested system 
that has met the established objectives 
fairly well. Many shooters learn of the 
system only by word of mouth and it is 
for the purpose of spreading the word 
that this particular message is being 
written. The basics of the system will be 
hit upon here with the remainder of the 
rules appearing elsewhere in this issue. 
The Bronze level is achieved by earning 
thirty points and the achievement is 
recognized by the presentation of a 


Shooting Jacket embroidered with the 
shooter’s name and the designation that 
it is the precision rifleman award. The 
silver and gold levels are achieved by 
tallying 60 and 100 points respectively. 
Both are recognized with certificates. 
This year was the first year that silver and 
gold levels were awarded and it looks as 
though there will be many more on the 
horizon. 

Elsewhere in the IBS section, a set of 
rules governing the awarding of points 
can be found for your reference. With all 
of this, | still find that our accounting 
system for the points is still in a state of 
incompleteness. We are still unable to 
produce a complete tally of points earned 
for everyone over the past thirteen years. 
This fact combined with the inequities in 
the system has led me to appoint a 
special committee to develop a set of fair 
rules for the administrative procedures. It 
is my opinion that a paid clerk will need 
to be utilized to keep the system current 
in the future. 

On a different topic — look for the 1984 
Winter Meeting Agenda and Meeting 
announcement located elsewhere in this 
issue. Also please note the slate of of- 
ficers for the Treasurer and Secretary 
elections to be held this year. A ballot will 
be included in the November issue. | 
should also point out that every member 
who attends the winter meeting will re- 
ceive a complimentary copy of the new 
rulebook. Why not attend and bring along 
your spouse or friend? Corning Glass is 
near the meeting and tours of the facility 
can be taken daily.

1983 NBRSA NATIONALS 


BERGER, RENEAU, GERACI, SNOW TAKE THE MARBLES 


If you are the kind of person who likes 
to read novels, and you're familiar with 
most of the stereotyped fiction endings, 
you would have recognized them all at the 
83 Nationals at Midland. To wit: 

1. ‘‘The old pro, with the younger 
challengers grabbing all the headlines, 
pulling out the victory toward the end of 
the game, quietly and without fanfare 
.... just a competent, workmanlike 
demolition of the opposition.’’ Walt 
Berger, winning the unlimited class. 

2. ‘‘The fresh new face, the kid from out 
of town, and presumably from out of his 
league, just burying everybody who tried 
to get near him, not only a big win, but 
an overwhelming win .... nobody was 
close.’’ Rex Reneau, winning sporter. 

3. ‘‘The fellow who says ‘I’m here to 
win,’ who says he’s ready, and if anyone 
wants to win, they'll have to beat him first 
....N0 false modesty, no ‘aw shucks, | 
dunno how I’m gonna do’.... this guy 
said he was here to win... . and win he 
did.’’ Don Geraci, winning light varmint. 

4. ‘‘The unknown, the dark horse... . 
the horse who came to the racetrack for 
the glory of running in the big race.... 
100 to 1 on the tote board at the opening 
flash, and the odds going up steadily from 
that point... . as all the ‘smart money’ 
went on the big names.” Paul Snow 
winning the heavy varmint class. 

The Midland weather was hot, darn 
hot, during the day, but very low humidity 
made it pretty bearable, and the Midland 
winds, which blew constantly, were a 
pleasure to the spectators, and a con- 
stant problem to the shooters. Nobody 
came close to agging in the teens at 
Midland this year, sir! 

They started off with the Unlimited 
class, eight groups at 100 yards, and 
eight groups at 200 yards, ten shot 
groups of course. At 100 yards, NBRSA 
president Tom Metzger cruised to the 
win, with Dennis Thornbury, Lee An- 
drews, and Ron Prachyl at his heels. Top
